BUDGET  MESSAGE,  January  "^  ,    19  7  3 

The  foliowinq  amendments  to  the  executive  budoet  represent 
the  priorities  and  policies  of  my  administration. 

I  have  enumerated  specific  proqrams  and  the  costs  which  can 
be  funded  under  the  revenue  structure  of  the  Executive  Budaet 
with  the  exception  of  proposed  increases  in  the  School  Foundation 
Program. 

This  budget  is  based  on  the  reduction  of  the  Income  Tax 
Surcharge  from  4  0  to  10  per  cent --a  savina  to  Montana  taxpayers 
of  34  million  in  the  next  two  years.   And  I  stronaly  urae  the 
Legislature  to  maintain  the  surcharge  at  the  10  per  cent  level. 

MEDICAID 

I  rcommend  that  medical,  hospital  and  nursina  home  care 
under  Medicaid  be  extended  to  an  additional  15,000  needy  Montanans 
Presently,  only  those  people  on  welfare  qualify  for  Medicaid  and 
this  acts  as  an  incentive  to  remain  on  the  aeneral  assistance 
rolls.   Expansion  of  Medicaid  coverage  will  provide  necessary 
medical  assistance  for  many  senior  citizens  and  children. 

The  total  cost  of  this  proaram  to  the  state  will  be  $2 
million,  which  will  result  in  an  addition  $6  million  in  federal 
funds  for  the  biennium  to  provide  local  property  tax  relief  of 
$430,000.   I  propose  to  finance  the  extension  of  Medicaid 
coverage  with  $270,000  from  the  General  Fund  and  the  ^1.7^) 
million  Montana  will  save  by  trnnsforrino  the  Adult  cntonories 
of  wolfaro  to  the  fodnrnl  aovornment  iindor  mr  i. 


K INDERGARTENS 

Today,  38  states  provide  ^undino  for  kinderqarten  proarans . 
Statistics  demonstrate  that  about  one  -half  of  all  arowth  in 
intelliqence  occurs  between  birth  and  the  aae  of  four,  and  that 
more  than  half  of  the  remainina  development  occurs  before  thr> 
age  of  nine.   If  a  child's  intellectual  nrowth  is  stifled  before 
the  aae  of  six,  his  chances  of  success  in  the  educational  syst^Ti 
are  seriously  impaired. 

I  propose  that  sufficient  funds  be  appropriated  to  initiate 
a  regular  kindergarten  program  comprised  of  at  least  IRO  half- 
days  each  year,  providina  an  estimated  12,000  five  year-old 
children  with  the  enrichment  opportunities  afforded  by  such 
instruction . 

A  aood  kindergarten  program  for  Montana  can  be  funded  with 
a  $2  million  appropriation. 

Specific  legislation  to  implement  this  prooram  will  be  ore  ■ 
sented  for  your  consideration. 

DAY  CARE  CENTERS 

Children  should  be  orovided  adequate  day  care  to  oive  mothers 
the  opportunity  to  v;ork  if  they  choose.   I  nropose  the  appropria- 
tion of  state  funds  for  day  care  centers.   The  state  portion 
would  be  matched  with  75  per  cent  federal,  and  10  per  cent  local 
funds  to  expand  day  care  programs  in  Montana.   I  reauest  $200,000 
in  state  funds  for  this  purpose. 

ACCESS 

The  present  budqet  of  the  Department  of  Fisli  and  name  calls 
for  $200,000  in  earmarked  funds  to  be  matched  on  a  50  50  basis 
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with  federal  money  to  acquire  fishinq  access  sites. 

I  propose  an  additional  $300,000  in  earmarked  funds  be 
allocated  to  acquire  small  game  and  fishina  access  areas. 
Matched  with  federal  money  this  would  provide  Montana  with  a 
$1  million  access  program.   This  would  be  a  150  per  cent  increase 
in  our  efforts  to  acquire  and  develop  access  sites  for  Montana 
sportsmen.   This  will  be  financed  with  Fish  and  Game  earmarked 
funds . 

PUBLIC  RECREATION 

Currently  there  is  $3.6  million  in  federal  matchina  funds 
available  to  state  and  local  government  for  acquisition  of  land 
and  development  facilities  for  public  outdoor  recreation  pur- 
poses.  In  1971  we  utilized  less  than  one-half  of  these  funds. 

In  the  past,  the  state  parks  operations  and  maintenance 
budget  of  the  Department  of  Fish  and  Game  has  not  been  adequately 
funded.   VJhen  this  budget  was  eventually  depleted,  it  was 
necessary  to  transfer  funds  that  could  have  been  matched  with 
federal  monies  to  operate  and  maintain  state  parks.   This  diver- 
sion has  resulted  in  the  substantial  loss  of  federal  matching 
funds  for  recreational  development. 

I  propose  to  increase  the  buget  of  the  Department  of  Fish 
and  Game  by  $200,000  so  that  available  matching  funds  will  not 
be  spent  on  operations  and  maintenance. 

RESOURCE  INDEMNITY  TRUST  FUND 

The  purpose  of  this  levy  is  to  provide  a  lasting  benefit 
for  Montanans  for  the  extraction  of  our  non-renewable  resources-- 
specifically  coal,  metal  mines,  oil  and  natural  eras.   A  levy 
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of  one  half  of  one  per  cent  would  be  assessed  aaainst  the  aross 
value  of  production  of  tliese  resources.   The  proceeds  would  qo 
into  a  trust  fund.   The  interest  would  he  available  for 
immediate  problems  and  the  orincipal  would  be  held  to  solve 
problems  and  provide  opportunities  when  the  resources  was 
ultimately  depleted.   The  indemnity  fund  v>rould  raise  $1  million 
per  year.   Conservatively  invested,  it  would  produce  interest 
earnings  of  approximately  $50,000  annually. 

COAL  TASK  FORCE 

The  budget  provides  for  an  increase  in  staff  for  the  Coal 
Task  Force,  which  is  vital  to  assess  the  effects  of  strip 
mining  on  Eastern  Montana. 

COAL  TAX 

I  propose  that  we  increase  the  tax  on  coal  extracted  in 
Montana  by  IOC  per  category.   This  will  produce  $4  million  in 
revenue  for  the  general  fund  in  the  next  biennium. 

OFFICE  OF  GOVERNMENT  OPERATIONS 

The  Executive  Reorganization  Proaram--aDproved  by  the 
people  and  authorized  by  the  Legislature  -has  made  the  most 
significant  contribution  to  the  operation  of  state  government 
in  more  than  fifty  years.   Executive  Reorganization  is  a 
continuing  process,  however,  and  it  cannot  be  relegated  to  the 
status  of  a  periodic  review  of  novernment. 

I  propose  an  Office  of  novernment  Operations  which  would 
have  the  ability  to  detect  functional  deficiencies,  evaluate 
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qovernment  oraanization  and  operation,  insure  that  lenislative 
audit  recommendations  are  carried  out  and  provide  research  and 
planning  support  for  the  (Governor. 

This  office  will  replace  the  current  Executive  Reorganiza- 
tion office.   This  proaram  can  be  financed  with  approximately 
$70,000  from  the  aeneral  fund  and  ?;140,000  in  available 
federal  monies.   I  believe  the  Office  of  Government  Operations 
is  necessary  to  assure  continued  economy  and  efficiency  in 
state  government. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  ]RE\^NUE 

Last  year  for  the  first  time,  the  Department  of  Revenue 
audited  out-of-state  corporations  doina  business  in  Montana. 
The  audits  resulted  in  substantial  revenue  collections  from 
out-of-state  corporations.   This  proaram  is  a  aood  investment 
to  assure  that  these  businesses  nay  their  fair  share  o^  'Montana 
taxes.   I  propose  to  increase  the  field  audit  staff  by  two  at 
a  cost  of  $60,000. 

I  propose  that  the  Department  provide  supplemental  ser- 
vices to  all  aaencies  who  cannot  collect  accounts  receivable. 
This  service  would  cost  $130,000-  however,  the  state  would  get 
this  back  several  times. 

LONG  RANGE  BUI LD ING_  PRPilRA M 

The  Sll  million  Long  Range  Ruildincr  ^roaran  for  the  next 
biennium  will  be  financed  on  a  cash  basis.   This  action  will 
save  the  state  approximately  SI  million  ner  vear  in  interest 
payments.   The  program  has  gradually  been  converted  from  30-year 
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bonds  to  a  pay-as-you-qo  basis.   Certainly,  ten  or  twenty  year 
bonds  are  acceptable  in  certain  instances.   A  continuina  proaram 
such  as  long  range  buildina-  however,  should  be  carried  out  on 
a  cash  basis  if  at  all  possible. 

FEDERAL-STATE  COORDINATOR'  S_  OFFICE 

I  recommend  enactment  of  a  hudcret  for  the  office  of  the 
Federal-State  Coordinator  callina  for  increases  from  the  present 
level  of  $55,000  a  year  to  approximately  $76,000  in  the  next 
fiscal  year  and,  $79,000  in  fiscal  1975. 

Montana  is  heavily  dependent  on  federal  financial  support. 

According  to  the  Congressional  Quarterly,  Montana  received 
$195  per  capita  in  Federal  Government  arants  in  1970.   Only 
three  states  and  the  District  of  Columbia  received  more  assistance, 

It  is  evident  that  without  the  assistance  of  the  Office 
of  the  Federal-State  Coordinator,  working  closely  with  members 
of  Montana's  Congressional  deleaation,  we  would  not  have  received 
mitigation  for  game  losses  resulting  from  the  construction  of 
Libby  Dcim,  or  assurances  for  construction  of  the  fish  hatchery 
at  the  site,  or  assumption  by  the  federal  aovernment  of 
responsibility  for  compensation  of  workers,  businesses  and 
others  affected  by  the  termination  of  the  ABM  construction 
program,  or  the  initiation  of  educational,  industrial  and  other 
programs  at  Glasgow  Air  Force  Base. 

Also,  creation  of  the  Old  West  Reaional  Commission  would 
not  have  been  possible  without  an  active  and  viable  Federal 
State  Coordinator's  office. 
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I  propose  that  ttie  office  \-;ill  have  expanded  duties  in 
the  future,  includina  a  more  aqqressive  prooram  to  identify 
and  secure  necessary  federal  aid  proorams  for  state  and  local 
government  and  education  and  to  protect  Montanas  interest  in 
the  federal  system. 

LOCAL  GOVERNMENT  TAXATION  STUDY 

I  urge  the  Legislature  to  consider  an  appropriation  of  $50,000 
to  the  Department  of  Revenue  to  conduct  a  comprehensive  analysis 
of  the  local  property  tax  structure.   This  study  could  be  the 
basis  for  recommendations  to  reduce  and  reform  property  taxa- 
tion. 

OFFICE  OF  THE  LIEUTENANT  GOVERNOR 

The  new  Constitution  requires  the  Lieutenant  Governor  to 
be  a  full-time  member  of  the  executive  branch  of  state  aovern- 
ment.   I  recommend  a  biennial  budget  of  570,000  for  salary, 
expenses  and  a  secretary  for  the  Lieutenant  Governor.   His 
duties  would  include  serving  as  a  citizen's  advocate  and  special 
assignments  delegated  by  the  Governor,  such  as  maintaining  a 
close  liaison  with  the  coal  development  in  Eastern  Montana. 

HIGHWAY  SAFETY 

In  the  year  just  ended,  a  record  number  of  Montanans  were 
killed  in  traffic  accidents.   This  carnaoe  -the  traoic  loss  o^ 
life,  crippling  injuries  and  property  damaae--must  be  reduced. 
The  executive  budget  provides  for  an  additional  2  5  Highway 
Patrolmen  and  equipment.   I  strongly  urge  your  support  of 
this  proposal. 
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I  also  call  your  attention  to  proposed  leoislation  which 
would  substitute  an  optional  defensive  drivinn  course  for  the 
present  practice  of  suspending  drivina  nrivilerres.   I  endorse 
the  one-year  pilot  proaram  proposed  by  the  Deoartment  of 
Intergovernmental  Relations.   Tt  would  be  funded  by  the 
federal  qovernment.   The  aoal  of  the  procrram  is  to  create  and 
reinforce  safe  driving  practices  among  consistent  violators  and 
new  drivers. 

I  urge  your  favorable  consideration  of  the  request  of  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Environmental  Sciences  for  a  Coordinator 
of  Emergency  Medical  Services.   I  also  assure  you  that  T  will 
continue  the  effort  to  obtain  federal  assistance  to  improve 
emergency  medical  treatment  and  facilities  for  Montana  communi- 
ties. 

ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT 

The  budget  includes  a  request  to  increase  the  staff  of  the 
Division  of  Planning  and  Economic  Development  by  addina  two 
specialists  to  assist  state  and  local  aovernment  in  their  economic 
development  programs. 

We  must  make  a  greater  effort  to  create  job  opportunities 
for  the  unemployed  and  the  youna  who  are  leaving  the  state  and 
to  provide  an  expanded  tax  base  to  support  aood  schools  and 
needed  government  services. 

Montana  can  afford  to  be  selective  about  the  kinds  of 
businesses  that  we  attract. 
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Our  wholesome  environment  and  unlimited  recreational 
advantages  make  Montana  a  highly  desirable  place  to  live  and 
work.   These  qualities  must  not  be  sacrificed  in  our  economic 
development  program. 

Tourism  is  Montana's  third  largest  industry. 

As  a  result  of  expanded  promotional  activitios  of  the 
State  Advertising  Unit,  tourist  inquiries  are  up  over  100%  in 
the  past  four  years. 

Visitors  who  came  to  Montana  last  year  as  a  direct  result 
of  national  advertising  spent  $71  million  dollars  here.   The 
state  realized  close  to  $500,000  in  aasoline  taxes  alone 
from  these  visitors. 

I  propose  a  new  program  to  attract  out-of-state  conventions 
and  group  tours  to  Montana . 

Private  business  has  indicated  an  interest  in  particinatinq 
financially  in  this  program. 

Our  promotional  efforts  could  be  enhanced  by  adding  a 
professional  writer  to  publicize  our  state  in  national  media. 

Our  entire  tourist  promotion  program  must  be  redirected 
to  promote  Montana  as  a  year-around  playground,  as  opposed  to 
efforts  in  the  past  which  concentrated  on  bringing  tourists 
to  Montana  only  during  the  summer  months. 

This  expanded  effort  will  require  an  additional  $150,000 
per  year  from  the  Highway  Trust  Fund. 

POST  SECONDARY  EDUCATION 

I  urge  the  Legislature  to  carefully  review  the  budget 
for  the  University  units,  vo-tech  schools,  community  colleoes 
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the  State  Library  Commission. 

There  is  a  qreat  need  to  study  the  entire  post  secondary 
system  of  14  units  to  determine  our  priorities  and  establish 
the  level  at  which  we  can  support  post  secondary  schools  and 
still  maintain  quality  education. 

Federal  funds  for  a  comprehensive  study  of  post  secondary 
education  could  be  obtained  under  section  1202  of  the  amend- 
ments to  Title  XII  of  the  Higher  Education  Act  of  1965.   I 
have  proposed  $150,000  in  state  matching  funds  to  conduct  this 
study. 

WESTERN  INTERSTATE  COMMISSION  ON  HIGHER  EDUCATION  (W.I.C.H.E.) 

Funds  to  enable  Montana  students  to  attend  medical,  dental 
and  other  professional  schools  in  other  states  have  been 
increased  in  the  Executive  Budget.   I  support  this  recommenda- 
tion. 

TWO-MILL  LEVY 

If  this  assembly  accepts  my  budgetary  and  funding  recom- 
mendations it  will  not  be  necessary  to  reimpose  the  emergency 
two-mill  statewide  property  tax  levy  durinq  the  1975  bienniura. 
This  would  represent  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  state 
that  the  emergency  levy  has  not  been  imposed  in  four  consecu- 
tive years.   If  successful,  this  would  mean  a  total  of  S8  million 
in  property  tax  relief  in  the  1973  and  1975  bienniums . 

SCHOOL  FOUNDATION  PROGRAM 

I  urge  this  Assembly  to  implement  my  recommendation  that 
the  Foundation  Program  schedules  be  increased  five  per  cent 
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each  year  of  the  next  biennium. 

The  present  executive  budget  for  the  next  biennium  already 
recommends  an  increase  of  $7.5  million  to  the  Foundation  Pro- 
gram.  That  figure  represents  full  funding  of  the  state's 
share  of  the  program  at  the  nresent  schedules. 

My  recommendation  would  represent  an  additional  $12.75 
million  to  the  proaram  in  the  next  two  years. 

Altogether,  these  proposals  mean  direct  property  tax 
relief  amounting  to  $20.25  million. 

This  is  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  state  government 
that  a  Governor  has  recommended  an  increased  schedule  for  the 
Foundation  Program  and  has  also  provided  funding  for  that 
increase  within  the  existing  tax  structure. 

The  School  Foundation  Program  is  fully  funded  under 
present  schedules.  It  is  fully  funded  under  my  prepared 
increases  in  schedules . 

If  this  Leaislature  desires  to  go  beyond  this  proposal, 
I  strongly  urge  that  you  provide  the  revenue  to  fully  fund 
any  increase,  to  do  otherwise  will  penalize  the  local  property 
taxpayer. 

Detailed  schedules  of  my  recommendations  and  the  method 
of  funding  are  attached.
